lowed districts in tho Saeramento 
Valley report the river as still flow- 
ing through the grout crevasse in 
:ho levee. 
On G. Himi's farm, in 


:he most 
depressed 
part of thu 


island, the overllow was even with 
Lhe eaves of his barn. 
The greater 


portion of Grand Island was sown 
this year with wheat, and the shouts 
were' at least one font high at the 
time the break in thc levee occurred. 
All of this has beon destrnytd. 
One 


farmer on the island estimates his 
losses through the llood at .7rl(Hj.(H)0. 
It will beimpossi'nletoraiseanything j 
on the lower portion of tin; island i 
this vein, as it is likely to continue ' 
submerged for some time, owing to 
the immense quantity of snow which 
has itecumnlated in'the mountains, 
and which will, as soon as it com- 
mences to thaw, l:eep tho river high. 
There are portions of the outer rim 
of the island which are much higher 
than the centr>\ on which late crops 
may possibly be raised \et.

of property' on (irinnl Island now 
propose to levy an assessment of .$10 
per acre on till the land embraced 
within its shores, for the purpose of
